C O T T O N R E C O R D F O R Y E A R 


According to the government report on cotton consump­ 
tion for the cotton year ending July 31, the mills of the L lil­ 
ted States consumed a trifle more than 700,000 bales more 
than for the preceding year. However, exports fell off abou 
1,500,000. Every European nation bought less than it did the 
year previous. Great Britain was the largest customer with 
Germany second. However, each country took about half a 
million bales less than it did the year before. On the other 
hand, during the month of July Germany, in spite of all hei 
troubles, was the largest buyer of cotton, taking 82,218 bales 
as compared with 64,587 for July, 1922, and Great Britian 
took only 12,327 as compared with 93,883 the year previous. 
Some months ago it looked like there might be a cotton 
famine, but with such a falling off in the export trade a 
workable surplus remained on hand at the close of the cotton 
year, although it was the smallest iii many years. The present 
outlook is for another small crop this year which will leave 
no more surplus a year hence than existed this year, lf Euro­ 
pean conditions improve the demand 
for 
cotton

greater. It is reported that Russia will export quite a bit of 
grain and other commodities this year. \\ ith something to 
sell Russia will without doubt be in the market for some cot­ 
ton and cotton goods, although she will probably get these 
from Germany where her best chance to sell her surplus 
grain is to be -found.

The latest thing 
in prison reform has been adopt­ 
ed in Wakefield Gaol, with excel­ 
lent results, it is said. The prison, 
which was closed in 1916, has been 
recipe lied as a training centre for 
adult prisoners. 
The underlying idea of the train ­ 
ing is to teach the prisoners to 
“ play the game.” Scarcely a w ard­ 
er is to be seen. To maintain order 
the prefect system of the English 
public sclfdols has been 
adopted 
Solitary confinement has been abol­ 
ish* cl, an d -th e re is no restraint on 
conversation at meal times.

Work is a r­ 
ranged under expert instructors in 
the weaving shed, foundry, build­ 
ers yard and other workshops. One 
hour a week is devoted to discus­ 
sion of happenings in the outside 
world on all topics except crime.
